The state committees are sending ont 
the nsnal final circolar letter of instruc-

voters. Chairman Henderson says that 
"while it has been customary for the re- 
publicans to accuse us of trailing along 
in their tracks, this year they have cir- 
eulated verbatim copies of the demo- 
cratic circular of 1884, with a single 
ehange of date and name." Both parties 
will endeavor to get out a large vote 
early.; 


The probabilities of the state campaign 
point to a vote of about 475,000. 
A 
proper comparison of the returns will 
be with the vote of Governor Gray in 
1884. At democratic headquarters re- 
turns will be received on Nelson, candi- 
date for lieutenant governor, and Miers, 
•eoretary of state. 
In 1884 Gray re- 
ceived a plurality of 7,392. There are 
over l,7oO precincts in this state.
